The authorities took no steps to pre- 


vent the riot until late tonight, when 
the Cossacks flred on • the crowds aH 
two points!, wounding four persons. 
Such disturbances are unprecedented 
here. 
The whole affair is a conflict 


between respectable Jewish Socialist 
classes and/ the disreputable' Jewish 
element. 


Extraordinary scenes were'witnessed 


here tonight when the crowds visited, 
the better section of the city, demolish- 
ing many apartments filled with costly 
effects. 
Wardrobes, pianos, mirrors, 


were thrown out of windows. The mob 
in the street left a space for the fall;1- 
ing articles, then completed its work 
of destruction. 


In one place; a quantity of valuable 


jewelry was taken out and deliberately 
smashed with stones. The whole af- 
fair was carefully organized. The lead- 
ers were supplied 'with the addresses 
of the owners oE disreputable houses 
and scarcely a single resort in War-; 
saw escaped destruction.
